Distributor 
Outlines 
Cleanup 


Cincinnati —{(NC)}— A mag- 
azine distributor in one of the 
cities of the Cincinnati Arch- 
diocese admitted “there is too 
much smutty reading material 
on the market” and that “mat- 
ters are steadily getting worse.” 

The distributor, who asked that 
his name not be used, blamed “the 
reading public” for the flood of 
smut. 

“There are certain so-called ex- 
pose magazines,” he said, “that 
are completely sold out within a 
few days after going on sale. And 
it’s not the men who are buying 
them; it’s the women.” 

He said he thought most. distri- 
butors are willing to cooperate 
with “decent literature” commit- 
tees, but he added that the com- 
mittees first ought to understand 
the distributor’s special problems. 

POINTING OUT that “we don’t 
like the smut any more than the 
decent literature committees like 
it,” he added: “We’re in a peculiar 
position, The publishers are con- 
stantly pressuring us, and if we 
balked at’ displaying their titles, 
they would simply lift our 
franchises and we would be out of 
business. Not only would we lose 
the smut, which would make us 
happy, but we’d also lose our good 
publications.” | 

The only solution, he said, is 

“united action” on the part of 
the distributors, merchants and 
customers. He explained that if 
retail merchants treated all dis- 
tributors alike and stood fast in 
refusing to accept indecent publi- 
cations, publishers would be 
forced to “make cut-backs” in 
their printing schedules or else 
start losing money. 

An elifective program for de- 
cent literature committees, he said, 
would be: 

1. Have the merchants notify all 
distributors to stop delivering 
everything that seems objection- 
able. 

2. Have the merchant stick to 
his guns, no matter who tries to 

ressure him into accepting ob- 
jectionable material again. This 
protects the distributor and makes 
the decent literature campaign 
workable. 

3. Tell the merchant not to let 
someone talk him into keeping ob- 
jectionable titles under the count- 
er for choice customers. 

4. Give the merchant a break by 
showing your appreciation. 

“DON’T LET the reluctant mer- 
chant tell you he’ll lose a lot of 
money if he goes along with a de- 
cent literature campaign,” the dis- 
tributor said. “Unless he’s 100 per 
cent in the news-magazine business, 
his profit on objectionable titles is 
only a few dollars a week, and he 
often makes up this loss by an in- 
creased sale of good reading ma- 
terial.”
